CULTIVATION or Cons.—While the middle 


of tb« rowi »re generally pretty veil culti- 
vated, iu and near tho hill it is almost uiit> 
rerwUly neglected, ami a stiff crust is Apt to 
form Around tho young plants, aud in Triads 
of weeds spriug up, almost choking out the 
corn plant before it hau obtained strength 
to overcome tho in. If tho com is planted 
about two iuchcs deep it may bo safely and 
rapidly harrowod both boforo tho plants 
show themselves above tho ground and 
afterward until tha corn fa one foot high. 
The stimulation to the young plants is re- 
markablo. They grow tho first .fow we&kd 
more than'twico as much as when left neg- 
lected, find the increase of tho crop is rery 
decided; for, nfter tho last harrowing uo 
weeds make thoir nppoarauco, and the corn 
field continues perfectly clean during tho 
entire season. As n boy passes over ten 
mores or so per day, he can easily keeji 100 
acres in tlic most perfect condition until two 
thirds of the work or moro is (tono. Many 
large corn raisers do not cultivate at all 
after fin'ihlng with tho harrow. 


The same remarks in regard to potato 


cultivation apply as to corn. In all the 
early stages of growth their cultivation 
may ba dono with the harrow with great 
economy and remarked increase of 
the 


crop.
